"The" allowance Is to be payable 
at the age, of 30, arid officers may 
elect to receive the payment while 
holding thelr present rank on 
condition that they yoluntarily 
accept a 2s. cut in their present 
pay. er 
They may... however, elect to 
continue to ‘receive thetr present 
.pay, in which. case they cannot 
tecelye the marriage allowance, 
It‘ will be seen, therefore, that an 
officer receiving the allowance’ in 
respect. of his wife 1s to contribute 
2s, a day towards it. 

The Admiralty may place an 
officer upon half-pay at any time,
